Count Felix Von Luckner, who 
sank 14 Allied ships in World 
War I without taking a life, is 
dead at 84. 


Von Luckner's death Wednes- 


day of an undisclosed illness 
ended 
a 
life of daring that 


earned him fame as the "Sea 
Devil." 


During the World War I he 


commanded an innocent-looking 
windjammer which carried con- 
cealed guns and a powerful mo- 
tor. 
Masquerading as a Nor- 


wegian freighter. Von Luckner's 
Seeadler (Sea Eagle) scuttled 
S25 million worth of Allied ships, 
but he took their crews — and 
even their pets — off first and 
looked after them until he could 
put them ashore. 


"I broke the British blockade 


with a clear conscience," 
he 


said. "No mother, wife, child or 
father lost a tear." 


His ship roamed the Atlantic 


and Pacific with a 64-man crew. 
27 of whom spoke Norwegian. 
Since Norwegian captains cus- 
tomarily took their wives with 
them on voyages, he disguised a 
16-year-old boy as a girl to pose 
as his wife. 


After sailing 35,000 miles, the

was wrecked on a 


South Sea coral reef in August

1917. Von Luckner and five of 
his crew sailed a lifeboat loaded 
with ammunition for 48 days to 
the 
Fiji Islands, where they 


hoped to seize another ship. In- 
stend a British police 
officer 


and several native policem e n 
captured them. 


The British sent him to New 


Zealand, but he escaped in a 
motorboat and during six weeks 
of freedom seized a small sail- 
ing vessel. A British cruiser re- 
captured him and he snont the 
re?t of the war in New Zealand. 


Between the world wars he 


conducted cruises and lectured 
in several countries, including 
the United States. Lowell Thom- 
as wrote two books about him: 
"Count Luckner. The Sea De- 
vil" 
and 
"The 
Sea 
Devil's 


F'oc's'le." 


The World War I hero w a s 


old i B O ) to be of use to sail for 
Germany during World War II. 
After the war he said he fell 
into disfavor 
with the Nazis 


svhen he refused requests to re- 
nounce membership in the Free 
Masons and honorary citizen- 
ships that had been conferred 
on him by Bermuda.

The guideposts tie wages and 


prices to the average gain in 
output per man hour—estimated 
at 3.2 per cent in recent years. 
Wage increases above that fig- 
ure are considered inflationary. 
And industries with good profits 
and a productivity gain in ex- 
cess of that figure aren't expect- 
ed to raise prices. 


When the President's Council 


of Economic Advisers intro- 
duced guideposts it described 
them as a "guide rather than a 
rule," a "contribution" to pub- 
lic discussion.

A Vote for Country Ham 


Q—My grandaunt is always telling me that the old-fash- 


ioned "country-style" hams are much better eating than the 
ready-to-cook kind I've been using. Just what docs she mean 
by "country-style"? 


A—Although your grandaunt may be a bit set in her tastes, 


she may have a point. Gourmets will agree with her that the 
country-style hams do have particularly fine flavor. 


In your aunt's youth, and long before that, hogs were 


butchered on the farm in the fall. The hams were hung in 
the smokehouse for several weeks, under extreme care, to 
make certain they were fully cured and smoke-flavored. 
Today, hams labeled as "country-style" are still processed in 
much this same way, by using a "dry" cure, slow-smoking 
and long-drying process. They have a real "ham" flavor, are 
firmer-textured, low in moisture, and always require cooking 
before eating. These country-style hams nre frequently lab- 
eled with names such as Smithficld, Tennessee, Georgia, Ken- 
tucky, etc., to indicate the geographical area in which they 
are produced. If federally inspected, they must actually be 
produced in these areas to carry such names.

If there's a weak one 
it's better to find it this way.

When it is all the way up and 
against the wall, move the 
base of the ladder away from 
the wall. 


The rule for safe angles is 


to place the base of the ladder 
one-fourth its length from the 
wall. If it's a 20-foot ladder, 
the bottom should rest five 
feet away. At this angle your 
balance is right and you will 
not tip the ladder backwards. 
Don't increase the distance. 
This puts the ladder out al- 
most horizontal and you have 
nothing to grasp unless you 
lie forward. 


Safe Footing Needed 


If the ground is soft, pro- 


vide a solid footing, such as 
sandbags. On hard, slippery 
surfaces—drives or walks— 
tie the bottom rung to some 
fixed object. Some 
ladders 


have skid-proof feet. This is a 
must on metal ladders. 


The top of the ladder should 


be resting against something 
firm, too. Don't 
place 
it 


against a screen or window. 


Face the Ladder

(AP) — Several thousand U.S. 
Marines opened a new search 
operation today in the rice pad- 
dies overlooking the South Chi- 
na Sea. while Air Force F105 
Thunderchiefs caught a dozen 
trucks near the entrance to 
North 
Viet Nam's landslide- 


clogged Mu Oia Pass. 


The Leathernecks killed 14 


Viet Cong, captured five and 
took 67 suspects in tow at the 
outset of a multibaltalion search 
and destroy operation 23 miles 
south of Chu Lai. The area has 
been in Viet Cong hands for 
years. 


Ten Marines stripped to the 


waist and moved with pistols 
and flashlights through a net- 
work of tunnels where they 
seized 15 Vietnamese suspected 
of being Viet Cong. Some paja- 
ma-clad 
fighters 
were 
seen 


fleeing the maze beneath the 
hamlet of An Hai a short time 
before.

President of 
Iraq Dies in 
Plane Crash

BEIRUT. Lebanon (AP) — 


President Abdel Salam Aref of 
frnq, 
who snrviv"H 
roneatpd 


violent political upheavals the 
past eight years, has been killed 
in a plane crash, Baghdad Ra- 
dio announced today. 


The Iraqi Radio said Interior 


Minister Maj. Gen. Abdel Latif 
Daraji and Industry Minister 
Mustafa 
Abdullah also 
were 


killed in the crash near the Per- 
sian Gulf port of Basra. A 
sandstorm was blamed. 


Premier Abdel Rahman Baz- 


zaz will be acitng president until 
the Council of Ministers and the 
National Defense Council elect 
Aref's successor within a week, 
the broadcast said. 


The councils are 
composed 


mostly of ranking army 
offi- 


•""'rs. Aref's brother. Gen. Abdel 
Rahman Aref, chief of staff of 
the army and had been consid- 
ered a possible successor to the 
presidency. The general is in 
Moscow as the head of a visiting 
military delegation. 


Diplomatic observers in Lon- 


don said Aref's death seemed 
likely to set off furious political 
infighting, and perhaps worse, 
over the succession. Baghdad 
Radio said a curfew had been 
proclaimed from noon 
today 


until further notice. It asked the 
people "to be steadfast in the 
face of this national disaster." 


Aref was 45. Since the mili- 


tary made him president 
in 


February 1963, he had main- 
tained a precarious dominance 
over his country's bitterly feud- 
ing political and religious fac- 
tions. 


A Pan-Arab group wants Iraq 


to unite with President Gamal 
Abdel Nasser's United Arab Re. 
public while a rival nationalist 
faction is against giving pover- 
ty-stricken 
Egypt 
access 
to 


Iraq's huge oil revenue. 


While Aref favored union with 


Egypt and once signed a mili- 
tary cooperation pact with Nas- 
ser, the Egyptian president in 
recent years has reacted cau- 
tiously toward such a move. The 
two agreed it should be carried 
out over a long period of time 
but little was done to achieve it 


Aref's 
regime 
also 
was 


plagued by a conflict between 
two Moslem sects, the Shias in 
the south and the Sunnis in the 
north, and by the four-year-old 
rebellion by Kurdish tribesmen 
in northern Iraq who want inde- 
pendence from Baghdad.
